Parks Grow, 
So Grows 
$ Problem 


(This is tile third of four articles on parks in Bucks 
County.)

As the Bucks County park system grows so also 
grows the problem of financing. 
Once the park board locates a likely tract for park 
purpose, its procedure in acquiring it is relatively sim ­ 
ple — assuming the money or promise of it is avail­ 
able for the purchase. 


All the park board must do is first secure the ap­ 
proval of the county planning commission and then re­ 
quest the county com m issioners to purchase the land. 
The board must also hope the com missioners see eye to 
eye with it and that the owner of the property or a jury 
of view does not place too high a price tag on the prop­ 
erty. 


M ajor factors contributing to rising costs are, in addi­ 
tion to the escalating costs of real estate, the need for 
additional employes and the development of recreation­ 
al facilities.

A piece of land is of little use for recreational pur­ 
pose unless it is cleared and facilities built. Then there 
must be a staff to m aintain them.
